YOUNG DEDDINGION - WHAT TO DO 


As children spend time out of school and as they grow into teenagers, it behoves us to see that 
there is something for them to do, and that they know what is available. 

Cherwell District Council will, as usual, provide services, particularly for the summer 
holidays. These includes the SUMMER ROADSHOW, a mobile sports scheme for children 
aged 5 - 14, which will visit our Windmill Centre twice: 20 July through 24 July, 1 p.m. -3 
p.m. and10 August through 14 August, 1 p.m. - 3 p.m. CDC also provide Sports Camps at 
Drayton School, Banbury, and Cooper School, Bicester for the six weeks of the main 
holiday.There are also "All Action" activity days at Alton Towers, Tamworth Ski Dome and 
Bowling, and Symonds Yat on the River Wye. For further information ring the Council's 
Sports Development Unit on (01295) 252535, Ext.4404. 

Activities within the village ought to provide something for most children and young people, 
and there should be little need for anyone to be bored. For those who are not tempted by the 
Great Outdoors, we have saved for Deddington one of the best local branch libraries in the 
County. For more gregarious types, facilities include the pitches and courts at the Windmill 
Centre, and a number of groups. (For contact names and tel. nos. see Club News and other 
entries in the DN). 

Brownies, for girls between 7 and 10 - usually meet on Tuesdays, 5.15 to 6.45pm. for fun 
and activities. There are also occasional pack holidays. Guides, for girls of 10 plus up tol4, 
Tuesdays 7 - 9, with outdoor activities such as camping. Scouts, Cubs, (9 -10). There is at 
present one pack of 15 boys who meet on Thursdays. Boys of 10 plus to 15 plus form one 
troop of 15, and their activities extend beyond the usual, including several camps a year in the 
Malvern Hilis. Scout groups have now opened their membership to girls of equivalent age, 
who might prefer scouting to guiding - so far none seems to have applied. For boys over 15, 
there are the Venture Scouts, and they provide a larger range of outdoor activities. The 
Youth Club meetings ( normally at the Windmill Centre, Mondays, 7.30 - 9.30 p.m.) have 
been suspended for the summer months.The Youth Club Worker, Fiona Irvine (347643), will 
operate during the summer on an Outreach Programme, wherever she finds the young 
people.The Deddington Junior Cricket Club offers outdoor training, including net 
practice with qualified coaches, on Thursdays, 6.30 - 8.30 pm. All boys and girls, between 10 
and 16 are welcome. There are separate teams for under 10s, under 13s and those up to 15 
years. The Deddington Colts Football Team now has three teams for players of 10, 13, 
and 15 years respectively. 

If the interest is there, young people can also join the Parish Choir and the Deddington 
Players. ‘There are, of course, other activites in the area, but none of those listed here, apart 
from the CDC programme, needs transport ! FRANK STEINER 338019

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DEDDINGTON MILLENNIUM MAP PROJECT 

According to Sir Howard Colvin, it was probably in the sixth or seventh century that 
a Mercian wariord established the settlement that came to be known as Daedintun © 
- "the village of Deda's people” . But it was not until Domesday Book (1086) that “= 
our recorded history actually began. Astonishingly, the first known street plan dates © 
only from 1808. About 70 years later, Joseph Wilkins produced his brilliant birds-eye 
views of Deddington and Clifton (though not, as far as | know, of Hempton). Now the e 
Deddington Map Group is engaged on a new venture that will map our parish as itistoday. # 
We will give due weight to the past, of course - the parish church is still our oldest, most beautiful and 
most ambitious building, and some of our fields still show the ridges and furrows made by the labour of 
horse and man in the Middle Ages - but the history that is happening now is just as interesting. The 
Millennium Map project aims to portray our community in all its aspects. We hope to install the Master 
Map itself in the parish church, with full-size copies in other public places, backed up by an exhibition 
that should fit in well with other events of the year 2000. As a run-up to this, we are distributing a series 
of handy summaries via The Deddington News. Around the end of 1999 a more substantial booklet will 
be on sale.

There are fashions in gardening and some plants are despised or preferred at times. A 
few years ago Tulips were considered vulgar, brash, too bright, looking too regimented 
and all the rest. Now they are coming back into favour. | think it's informal planting 
and the introduction of very pale colours that saved them. Garden snobs always swoon 
at the sight of white or near green flowers and green Petunias, Tobacco, even Roses are 
being introduced. | have to say that the greeny-white Tulips do look good - among 
other colours. Single, of course, always single. Double varieties are not quite the thing 
and that goes for most flowers, not just Tulips. 

Just now the Hellebores are in fashion. That greenish colour again (H. Corsicus). There 
are many varieties: the dark pinks (H. Orientalis) are probably the most favoured ones, 
or the white with pink spots. Certainly they are tough, real survivors, and the foliage is 
handsome and makes a good shape in a border. But they get enormous and produce 
great heads of undistinguished flowers. The pure white Christmas Rose (H. Niger) is 
harder to grow and has to be forced and protected with cloches to produce flowers in 
December. Granny Elsley who gave me my plant always had a delightful bunch of them 
on her Christmas table.

THE WAY WE WERE  Deddington 150 years ago by Buffy Heywood 
The following ame extracts from the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley hor August 1848: 
10th AUGUST - Our dear boys, Willy, Johnny and Robert left us this morning for Mariborough 
and Thame in better spirits than usual | am glad to say - as regards the two first - Robert 
being generally in excellent spirits, as was the case today.. Mr. Brogden very busy and 
desirous of getting money enough to build permanent schools near the Church - on a Mrs. 
Slatter's premises which are to be bought. He wishes also to purchase the present girls’ 
school of me - to which | cannot cheerfully consent in consequence of his wishing to avail 
himself of certain money to be granted by the government conditionally - of which conditions 
| do not approve. | wish not in this matter to favour and foster schismatics at the expense’ 
of the Church. The potato disease more or less prevalent here and in the neighbourhood. 
11th AUGUST - | wrote to Mr. Cooper, the Vicar of Burford, to ask his opinion of the 
Government plan of Education with reference to their grants in aid of any proposed National 
School hereafter to be erected, and the terms to be complied with by any party applying for 
aid - whether as a good Churchman | could consistently aid in such an object on the Govern- 
ment terms? 

13th AUGUST - Mr. Brogden made an appeal incidentally this afternoon to his flock on behalf 
of the projected new schools in the course of his sermon in reference to Baptism. 

18th AUGUST - My Father came down to us for the day, he was looking pretty well only 
thinner. | had not seen him for nearly 12 months owing to our absence in Torquay and poor 
Betsy's death. 

23rd AUGUST - | had a long chat with Mr. Hall here about the new schools, and lighting the 
town in winter.

ON THE FARM zt 


It's certainly been a dripping June but we did manage to find one warm dry day to get 
the sheep shorn. It was a muddy job as the pens were very wet and there was standing 
water nearby. | took a turn on the shearing stand just to prove that | am not past it yet. 
The ewes "came out of the wool" very well with a good weight of “clip” but with world 
wool prices very low the return will not be much more than the cost of shearing. We 
have now started to sell some fat jambs but with the sudden closure of Banbury market 
we shall have to go to Northampton or Stratford to sell at livestock auction or sell on the 
farm to a super~market buyer and take whatever he has a mind to offer. | have been 
selling and buying livestock at Banbury for almost 40 years and its closure is just one 
more example of muddle-headed urban minded politicians playing god with the country- 
side. After all, what is more central to the farming economy than a livestock market 
where the prices for livestock are set by public auction and not by the directors of some 
supermarket cartel, and what is more traditional than an English county market town? 
The crops look well and do not appear to have suffered too much weather damage. But 
with the warm wet conditions we have had to give them an extra treatment with a 
fungicide spray and most of the crops are looking untidy with grass weeds as the autumn 
applied herbicide ran out of steam in the early spring due to the Easter flood. 

The bees are having a difficult time but a few dry warm weeks would help to improve 
things. It has also been a difficult time for the nésting birds as the cold wet weather has 
reduced the amount of insects and caterpillars available for them to feed their young on 
and some of the nesting sites for the birds along the river were lost when the flood 
washed away some of the reed beds. But still, it's not all doom and gloom. The grass is 
growing, harvest is coming, the trout are still rising and | am going to be a grandfather. 
Perhaps it is time for the zimmer frame after all. GEORGE FENEMORE
